A vigorous campaign to secure the 
low ering of the recently increased e x ­ 
cursion ticket fares 
between 
H arris­ 
burg and G ettysburg has been la u n ch ­ 
ed at the former place where 
help is 
expected from the business men of this 
town. 
The fight is tieing championed 
by the 
H arrisburg Telegraph which 
says in speaking of fares between G e t­ 
tysburg and B a ltim o re: 


“ The Western 
M aryland Railroad 
Company runs 
dollar 
excursions to 
Baltimore, 72 m iles away, 
w hile the 
Reading charges $2. IO the round 
trip 
between H arrisburg and Gettysburg, 
4? miles. 
It is held that the 
conten­ 
tion of the railroad is disproved bv the 
fact that when a 
G ettysburg Sunday 
School did four years ago procure a 
rate of #1 the round 
trip 
from that 
place to H arriaburg, 
seventeen 
cars 
were required to carry the people who 
wanted to take advantage of it. 


“ W hatever is to be done 
m ust be 
done quickly, as 
the 
schedule 
com 
m ittee o* the Reading system, 
which 
settles all service problems 
and fixes 
ill rates for the year, 
w ill 
meet in 
Philadelphia early in April, and it is 
necessary to have th e m utter ready to 
subm it to th e m ." 


E ditorially 
the 
sam e 
newspaper 
makes the follow ing comments 


“ If the Central P ennsylvania 
te r ­ 
ritory is to he developed in accordance 
w ith 
the 
dream of the 
H arrisburg 
Civic Clearing House and allied

to surrounding sm all towns m ust de­ 
crease, rather than increase.

“ One of the obstacles in

was the high railroad fare of^$t.80 the 
round trip. To be sure, the round trip 
fare to Baltim ore is slightly larger 
but it as m uch lower in proportion to 
the distance traveled, and the (Jetty*- 
burger who went to Baltim ore to do 
his city shopping felt th a t he was 
getting greater value for his money 
from the railroad company.

Adams County a greatly reduced rate 
of postage on m erchandise; and enable 
the residents of

to

enjoyed by the patrons of city offices. 


The h ill as at present framed 
pro­ 
vides as fo llo w s: 


“ T hat on each and all rural delivery 
routes of the United States the post 
master at the startin g point

route shall u n til Ju n e JO, IDI4.receive 
and deliver to the carrier or carriers 
of said routes a ll articles, parcels or 
packager* not prohibited to 
the mails 
by law and fallin g under the definition 
of fourth class m atter and not weigh 
ing in excess of ll pounds,

oortation and deliver} on said routes 
o n ly ; and the carriers shall receive at 
in termed iate points or all routes such 
mail m atter of the fourth class for de 
livery on th eir respective toitea only. 
''T h a t postage shall te paid on all

Naval Officer Is Reported to Have 


Been First to Arrive. 


London, March 7.—Loudnu Is In a 
furore ot excitement over a rumor 
published in an evening paper that 
Captain Robert P. Scott, the British 
Antarctic explorer, bas reached the 
South Pole. 
Mrs. Scott dec lares 
that 
she 
has 
heard nothing Bom her husband and 
there la no confirmation 
obtainable 
from any source. 
Officials of the Royal Geographical 
society stated that they had heard the 
rumor that Captain Scott had defeated 
the Norwegian, German and Japanese 
Antarctic expeditions, but that they 
had received no confirmation and that 
they doubted its authenticity. 
Though not prearranged, the South 
Pole hunt was international la charac­ 
ter, the race being between Captain 
Robert F. Scott, of the British royal 
navy, and Captain Hoald Amundsen, 
the noted Norwegian explorer. Other 
expeditions tried to get into the race, 
but 
were 
overawed at the dreary 
wastes of snow and ice stretchiug out 
before them as they forged their way 
Into the waters of the Antarctic ocean. 
In addition to the Scott and Amund­ 
sen parties is one headed bv an Aus­ 
tralian. Dr. Mawson, who was one of 
the members of the Shaekletou expe­ 
dition. The vessel used by him is the 
Aurora, which left Australian in No­ 
vember, 1910. 
The German 
Antarctic expedition 
under 
the 
leadership of Lieutenant 
Wilhelm Mlchuer, of 
the Bavarian 
army, sailed on board 
the 
steamer 
Deutschland from Buenos Ayres on 
Oct. 5 last year. 
A Japanese expedition under Lieu­ 
tenant Shlrase left for the south on 
hoard the Kianan Maru from Sydney 
harbor ou Nov. 2<* last year 
It was on June I, 1910, that the 
Terra Nova, an old Dundee whaler, 
built some twenty-eight years ago, but 
later refitted and remodeled for Cap­ 
tain Scott’s expedition into the Ant­ 
arctic, left london for the unknown 
lands to the south. It was considered 
the best equipi>ed of all the British 
South Pole expeditions, and carried 
away from london sixty men In all, 
with stores for three years 
Captain 
Scott’s 
powerful 
motor 
sledge constituted an Important fee 
titre of his equipment. 
This sledge, 
which was first subjected to severe 
tests in Norway, proved itself capa­ 
ble of covering from two to three and 
a half miles an hour under most rigor­ 
ous conditions, and Captain Scott ex­ 
perted It to prove a most valuable aid 
in his struggle over the Antarctic ice.
